Unless 
the 
federal 
suffrage 


amendment is adopted the women of 
Wisconsin will not play a leading 
part in the coming political cam- 
paigns in the state. • Women can- 
not vote for delegates to the nation- 
al convention. Under present legis- 
lation they cannot vote for state 
and county officers. By a law passed 
at the last session of the legisla- 
ture women can only vote for presi- 
dential electors. 


The Coe bill enacted at the last 


session of the legislature only ex- 
tends the right of suffrage to Wis- 
consin women to vote for president. 
The bill was approved by Gov. Phil- 
ipp, although he indicated that iis 
did not believe in the law. The No- 
lan bill, which was passed at the 
last session and later repealed, pro- 
vided that' the subject of granting 
full suffrage to women should be 
submitted to a vote of the people 
After the suffrage amendment had 
passed congress, the women of th« 
state asked that

ERE Thomas Jefferson living today, he would probably be 
a passenger on one of the outgoing arks. 


Writing from Paris to Abigail Adams, Jefferson once said: 
"The spirit of resistence to government is so valuable on 


certain occasions that I wish it always to be kept alive. It will 
often be exercised when wrong, but better so than not to be 
exercised at all." 


Mr. Jefferson felt that the greatest danger to a country 


was. not the airing of damphool ideas but the denial of a free 
play of public opinion. 


Better allow a few hotheads to rave than to throw a pall 


over the country that will tend to smother the healthy growth 
of public discussion. 


Says the New Republic in a current issue: 


So ends a chapter in American history. On De- 


cember 21. 1919, one hundred and thirty years after 
the foundation of the American government, the right 
of asylum was abolished, and the ancient institutions 
of banishment and exile reestablished. That is- what 
will be remembered of the voyage of the BuforcL Of 
those who applaud or acquiesce today, many will in 
later years think back to this and feel the humiliation 
of it. They will recall that this is not the America_that 
the -world knew for over a century and believed in so 
profoundly. They will wonder how the strongest gov- 
ernment on earth" could have stooped to so undignified 
an abandonment of a sacred tradition. They will won- 
der what distemper affected a free people that it could 
so lose its self-possession as to bundle off at night to 
an unknown destination a mass of alien refugees with- 
out even granting them that process of law, a trial by 
jury, on which the meanest murderer can count. They 
will not call the petty panic-stricken 'bureaucrats who 
decreed this wholesale banishment the saviors of Amer-
